1  given  first.

The  dash 
( — )  is  used  to  show  where  connecting  streets  and  avenues  cross  or  intersect,  when  such 
intersections  or  crossings  have  no  numbers,  and  also  to  designate  railroad  crossings  and 
bridges,  parks,  etc. 

When  there  is  more  than  one  family  in  a  house,  the  down  stairs  name  is  usually 
given  first.

opp.,  opposite;  prov.,  provisions;  rd.,  road;  r.,  rear;  rep.,  repairing;  smr.,  summer;  s.  r., 
summer  resident;  var.,  variety;  etc.,  etc.
